PEEK PUT FARM 


BODY IN POLITICS, 


lowan Asserts He Has No 
Apologies to Make. 


Des Moines, Ia., Aug. 4.—[Special.]} 
—In a letter to George N. Peek, chair- 
man of the committee of twenty-two, 
Gov. John Hammill of lowa today 
answered Peek’s challenge to reconcile 
his support of Herbert Hoover with 
his work for agricultural equality, 
saying he had no apologies to make. 

Neither, said Mr. Hammill, did he 
have any criticism of Peek as a pri- 
vate citizen in supporting Gov. Alfred 
E. Smith of ‘New York for President, 
but he did offer criticism of Peek’s 
action in bringing the committee into 
politics by publicly approving as chair- 
man of the committee, the Democratic 
farm relief policy and in pledging 
farm votes to the Democrats. 

Says He Violated Trust. 

“When you assume to act for the 
entire committee of twenty-two,” Mr. 
Hammill wrote, “ you violate the trust 
it has reposed in you as its chairman. 
You have no right to publicly claim 
your personal views are the views of 
the committee when no action of the 
committee as such ever has been 
taken.”’ 

The governor pointed out that the 
committee of twenty-two is a non- 
political organization, having for its 
purpose the advancement of agricul- 
ture in legislative channels. He 
charged Peek, who had first rebuked 
the governor for deserting the prin- 
ciples of the committee and the Mc- 
Nary-Haugen bill, with “ injecting your 
dislike for the individual [Hoover] 
into the cause of agriculture,” and by 
so doing, failing ‘“‘to serve the cause 
which you are supposed to represent.” 

Charges Committee in Politics. 

“You suggest,”’ said the letter, “that 
I call another conference of governors 
to redefine their position, particularly 
on the question of leadership. I as- 
sume you desire another conference to 
decide whether the committee will go 
into politics as you have clearly done 
by your recent action. 
“The function of the committee is 
not to conduct political campaigns or 
even to enter into them. The com- 
mittee was formed to further the legis- 
lative function of farm relief. 

“If you, as chairman, desire to take 
the committee into politics along with 
yourself, it is within your authority to 
call its members together and submit 


to act for the entire committee on 
your own motion is a violation of the 
trust it has reposed in you as chair- 
man.”

Vilna Has Only One Road. 


Almost unique in the world, Vilna, 
a city of 200,000 persons, has only 
one single navigable road leading in 
and out. The Germans came in 1915 
and repaired short stretches of the 
road, but the Poles did not bother be- 
cause it leads to nowhere, now that 
Lithuania has hermetically sealed its 
frontier. This direct road is Kovno's 
barrier. The Poles could only seize 
it with an army fifteen times the size 
of the Lithuanian forces. The rail-

Charges Violation of 
Riparian Rights. 


An injunction suit that would block 
the extension of Lincoln park from 
Montrose avenue to Devon avenue was 
filed in the Superior court yesterday 
against the park commissioners. The 
plaintiff is Mrs, Clementine Eddy Fisk, 
wife of an uptown merchant, and own- 
er of real estate on the northeast cor- 
ner of Wilson and Clarendon -avenues. 
The petitioner alleges that the build- 
ing of park property by filling in the 
lake is a violation of her riparian 
rights. Whereas her land is now at 
the water's edge, with the completion 
of the improvement she will be sep- 
arated from the beach by thousands 
of feet of public park, her bill pointed 
out.

a violation of the constitutions of the 
United States and of the state-of Illl- 
nois, in that it is taking her private 
property (her riparian rights) for pub- 
lic use without compensation. 

Attorney Robert N. Holt, represent- 
ing the plaintiff, gaid he was negotiat- 
ing with the park board for a settle- 
ment of his client’s claims. 


“The board obtained the riparian 
rights for all property along the lake 


front, from Montrose avenue to Devon : 


avenue, except my client’s,” said the 
lawyer. “It was probably an over: 
sight on the commissioners’ part. 

“Most of the lake front property 
owners gave up their riparian rights 
in return for a certain number of feet 
of the newly made land east of the old 
water line.” 

Last year a similar suit delayed 
work on the outer drive for several 
months. North of Montrose, dikes 
and breakwaters have already been 
built with natural accretions aiding 
dredges and sandsuckers in the work 
of filling in. The Great Lakes Dredge 
and Dock company, which has this 
contract, is named a co-defendant in 
the injunction petition.

SPEEDING, ONCE 
CRIME, BECOMES 
TRAFFIC VIRTUE 


A tendency on the ‘part of states to 
increase speed limits in the interest 


of safety is becoming increasingly ew- 
dent in the eyes of the American Auto- 
mobile association. 

Results of a survey conducted by 
the association show that within the 
past three years twenty-three states 
have wiped out “ obsolete ’’ speed laws 
and that the “move on” signal in 
the open country, together with drives 
to eliminate speed traps and roadside 
courts, has “done much to facilitate 
movement of traffic.” ‘ 

The associatiion reported there had 
been a “very notable development in 
the tendency to divorce speed and 
recklessness and to judge the reckless- 
ness of the driver on the facts in the 
case and the situation confronting 
him. 

“Secondly,” it said, “there is 
marked increase of opinion in favor 
of minimum speed laws, this being ad- 
vanced by state officials who have ob- 


+ served *over a long: period of time 


that many accidents are due to peo- 
ple taking a change in getting out 
of the line of slow moving traffic. 
“While the practice of leaving the 
line always involves serious hazards, 
experience is driving home the fact 
that vehicles moving at an unneces- 
sary slow rate are proving one of the 
worst nuisances on the road today.” 
States having speed laws allowing 
the motorist to “step on it” out in 
the open, the survey showed, have 
contributed less to the accident list 
than those with “obsolete regula-

VERMONT PIQUED 
AT BLAME FOR 
POOR HIGHWAYS 


Officials Make State- 


ment on Conditions. 
BY PUTNEY HAIGHT. 


Officials of the state of Vermont, 
the roads of which were taken up for 
the purpose of comparison with the 
roads of adjoining states and the prov- 
ince of Quebec in an article recently, 
express a certain resentment to state-

For the purpose of untangling a 
misunderstanding, it is necessary to 
state that the article in question was 
not formulated as a criticism of the 
condition of Vermont's existing roads, 
but rather to show the type of roads 
which do exist, and that only as. an 
illustration for comparison with the 
neighboring roads in New York state, 
Massachusetts and Quebec. 

The gravel roads of Vermont are 
excellent for what they are, but they 
are not concrete. Tourists were not 
warned to forego the wonderful beau- 
ties of the Green mountain state be- 
cause earthen roads largely exist. 
Merely the fact was pointed out that 
tourists do not go into Vermont in 
as heavy volume as they fo into New 
York, and the conclusion was drawn 
that automobile traffic prefers hard 
surface paving, regardless of other 
considerations.

AN ENDURING MEMORIAL. 
Chicago, Aug. 3.—Hillsboro, Ia., has 
been taken out of its isolation. Once 
more or less marooned on “ the worst 
mud road in Iowa,” the town is now} 
connected with the rest of the world 
with a ten mile highway of concrete. 
Standing alone, this does not mean 
much to anybody excepting a resi- 
dent or near neighbor of Hillsboro. 
Thousands of other American cities 
and towns, having access to nothing 
but undependable mud roads as late 
as a decade ago, are now in the happy 
posture of Hillsboro. 

This new ten mile stretch was not 
financed by a state, a county, a town 
or a township. Federal aid did not 
enter into its building. It was not 
reared out of the proceeds of motor 
car licenses or gasoline taxes. No 


man’s bills will be increased because 
of the existence of this good road un- 
less the presence of the road increases 
the value of property adjacent to it,

This road is the gift of a private 
citizen. It helps to emphasize the 
gratitude he feels because he pros- 
pered and gained a large fortune.

MARKET SAID TO 
BE SOUND PROOF 


Also Has Many Other 
Advantages. 


Domestic architecture. as well as 
other types, has a real reed for such 
a feature as the sound proof door; in 
kitchens for the suppression of odors 
and noises, for sun porches, and sleep- 
ing porches, for rathrooms and sick 
rooms and bedrooms. 

Long before this, much more effort 
would doubtless have been expended 
on sound proofing walls, if it were 
not for the fact that the ordinary 
door would promptly nullify the at- 
tempt. Now, however, that the sound 
proof door is on the market, the spe 
cifying of sound proof walls in all 
kinds of domestic architecture will be 
much frequent. 

While it is not claimed that this 
door is absoltftely sound proof, it is 
relatively so. It is composed really 
of two doors plus an interposed dead- 
ening quit and mechanicm. All me 
chanism is free from springs and the 
need for oiling. 

Has Many Virtves. 

It is also interesiing to observe tha: 
sound proofness ‘s but one of the 
virtues of this door. It is furthermore 
odor proof, light proof, weather proof 
and air tight—all because it hermetic 
ally seals the room every time it is 
closed. 

The door may be in any kind of wood. 
or in any style of flush or sunken 
panels. The European type of handle 
is used, a rotating lever instead of a 
knob. 

Its function in domestic architecture. 
is as definite as in other kinds of buil- 
ings. For the library or the nursery 
or for the bathroom when one wishes 
a turkish bath perhaps in an air tight 
room free from drafts; on sleeping 
porches too, that the cold air may be 
kept from chilling the house and wast 
ing its heat. It is much better than 
any weather strip, for it is in effect 
and actuality four felt weather strips 
of generous size applied with forcible 
pressure. 

May Be Fire Resisting. ”

70 HOMES FINANCED 
DURING YEAR FOR 
ELECTRICAL WORKERS 


Employés at the Western Electric 
company’s Hawthorne works will re- 
ceive $410,000 this month when this 
sum, representing maturity of the 
eighth series of shares in the Haw- 
thorne Club Savings, Building and 
Loan association is paid to the work- 
ers at the southwest side plant. This 
figure represents the largest amount 
ever paid out at any ene time by the 
association, and is about three times 
as great as the returns from any pre- 
vious series. 

The next largest single payment on 

record was that made last September 
at the Western Electric plant, when 
$140,000 was paid to subscribers hold- 
ing matured shares. Altogether, during 
the last year, the Hawthorne associa- 
tion has paid out more than $700,000 
on matured stock. According to Louis 
E. Mulac, secretary of the association, 
during the last twelve months’ period 
the telephone workers have subscribed 
for about 22,000 additidnal shares of 
stock, representing a matured value 
of $2,200,000. Seventy homes were 
financed by the association for em- 
ployés at the local plant during the 
last year. 

Since its incorporation Nov. 10,1920, 
the Hawthorne association has stead- 
ily and rapidly increased in. activity 
and membership, until today it ranks 
as the largest industrial building and 
loan organization in the country. It 
began with about 20 members, and 
financed 18 homes the first year. Its 
assets approximated $129,000. At the 
present time the assets of the associa- 
tion total $2,500,000, and its member- 
ship exceeds 3,300. The association 
operates on a serial plan, in which 
shares are issued every three months, 
or four times a year. The officers and 
directors’ of the Western Electric as- 
sociation are: E. A. Hause, president; 
Frank Noyak, vice president; Louis E. 
Mulac, secretary, and J. P. Krivanek,

Colloid 
chemists and bacteriologists have per- 
fected the process for purifying water 
which 100 years ago was brought im- 
mediately to the table from muddy 
rivers. .

Sir James Irvine of St. Andrews 
university, Scotland, told the members 
of the institute that the British goy- 
ernment has entered upon a system- 
atic program for encouraging the 
etudy and practice of chemistry. 

Britain Values Chemists. 

“Vast sums of money,” he reported, 
“are being spent for government sup- 
port of promising students who ought 
to be kept in their univergities. In 
Great Britain, too, the way is open 
for a good chemist to keep on with 
his research for as long as he does 
profitable work without having to turn 
to industry for his living.” 

“Up to about 50 years ago,” he 
continued, “training in chemistry in 
Britain was unsystematic, difficult t» 
obtain, and expensive. There were 
few definite openings for the man | 
of modest attaifiments. But today the 
position is One which is not only well 
organized, but can be regarded as emi- 


“Since the war capital grants and 
recurring votes for annual budgets 
are m&de from treasury funds. The 
government is.now taking such a prac- 
tical interest in chemistry that it is 
willing to make financial votes in 
favor of the subject. 


Research Is Encouraged. 
“Pure or. disinterested research in 
chemistry is confined largely but not 
exclusively, to the universities and 
here again a marked change is. evi- 
dent in the course of the past fifty 
years. Whereas formerly the chemi- 
cal investigator was a solitary worker 
engaged on his own problems which 
he mastered by the labor of his own 
hands at such times as he could spare 
from his university duties, today; it 
has become a case of ‘schools of re 
search.’ \ 
“The result has been that today 
Britain is training and producing a 
vast army of competent yeung inves- 
tigators in chemistry.”

Canadian Trade Largest 
in Dominions History 
OTTAWA, ‘Aug. 4.—()—-The total 
trade of Canada for the fiscal year end- 
ed March 31, 1928, was valued at $2,359,-

today. The total is an increase of $60,- 
946,000 or 2.2 per cent over 1927, and 
$103,383,000 or 4.6 per cent over 1926.

Underworld Now T akes 
Up Plastic Surgery. 


HE underworld has at last taken 
up plastic surgery. The old-time 
disguises so generously used in 
melodrama and detective story, 


as well as in real life, following the 


heyday of Gaboriau, long 


ago proved a sham and a @elusion. 
Modern sleuths were not to be de- 
ceived by copiously dyed hair, crow’'s 


skin, even when coupled with tramp’s 
rags or society attire, whichever the 
fugitive had scarcely ever worn be- 
fore. ' Indeed, this bizarre camouflage 
was much more liable to attract than 
to repel police inquisition—and finger- 
prints did the rest. 

When the late Morgan Robertson 
wrote years ago his famous tale about 
the betrayed and ruined husband who 
went to a mysterious surgeon, and 


“ever a period of years had his face 


slowly and with great suffering 
changed so completely that he was 
able to return to his old home town 
without being recognized, scores of 
men with pasts to bury must have 
been startled into renewed hope. 

And as they read off the face 
changer’s studied revenge, capped by 
final admission of his true identity, 
they must have sighed with despair. 
If only such things could be done 
in real life! 


Today, the progress of plastic sur- 
gery, seemingly, has revived this 
dream in the underworld. If Jack 
Dempsey could have his nose straight- 
ened and Fanny Brice could follow 
suit, to mention two well known bene- 
ficiaries of the newest surgical sci- 
ence—why couldn't the bank bandit 
and the train robber, their loot safely 
cached, have their faces changed, the 
insides of their fingers burned to ob- 
literate fingerprints, and perhaps take 
on a little weight and manners, and 
live happily and 
after? 

Noted surgeons, like Dr. J. East- 
man Sheehan, who has performed 
wonders in face surgery, such as erad- 
ication of cancer scars and burns, who 
has remade eye sockets, chifis, noses, 
and even foreheads, are inclined to 
believe that man, like the leopard, 
cannot change his spots. Even though 
he obtained a new and totally differ- 
ent face, there would still be such 
persistent ‘‘spots’’ as his habits of 
speech, thought and mind, prefer- 
ences in clothing, climates and com- 
ants. Police hold much the same 
view.

But the fact remains that plastic 
surgery daily makes new strides to 
ward perfect and easeful remodeling 
of the human face. And it is well 
established that present-day criminals 
—at least the leaders—keep as closely 
in touch with scientific discoveries 
that may aid their depredations as 
does the great doctor with those that 
may help his patients. 

The late Willie Jackson was a Qhi- 
cago bandit, holdup man and gang 
ster, and from the viewpoint of his 
‘own kind he was a good one. He had 
a long record of arrests and surpris- 
ingly few convictions. He was a man 
of medium height, who looked about 
thirty pounds overweight. His com- 
plexion was white as the belly of a 
fish, only not so clean; and a gang- 
ster fist or two had smashed down 
flat the bridge of his nose. And he 
was, as you may guess, no kind of 
Beau Brummell.

England Hopes to Be First 
to Cross Ocean. 


ONDON.—(/)—Great Britain has 
thrown her last reserves of sci- 
ence into the fight to wrest from 
Germany the honor of launch 

ing the first trans-Atlantic air liner. 


FR-100 now being built at Howden and 
the German LZ-127 nearing completion 
at Friedrichshafen, will make their 
first flights soon. The one finished 
first will be recorded in history as 
making the first commercia] flight 
over the Atlantic. 

The Germans are now in’ the lead. 
Their Zeppelin is expected to be in 
the air before the middle of August, 
whereas it will be toward the end of 
September before the British are ready 
te test the R-100. Construction dif-

Chief 
among these secrets was her occa- 
sional inability to see through much 
of the magic he performed for the 
public. That confession came when @ 
committee of magicians asked her to 
do an act at the recent annual din- 
ner of the Society of American Ma- 
gicians, of which her husband had 
been president eight times. They only 
wanted something simple — pulling 
rabbits out of a hat, a necktie trick, 
or showing the guests articles that 
would disappear astonishingly from 
her hands. 

“But I can’t do these tricks. I 
don’t know how,” Mrs. Houdini pro- 
tested.

Hadn't she seen Houdini do them 
hundreds of times? If she didn’t 
know how, it was time she learned. 

And they 
did. Three days were spent in tutor:

No one can satisfactorily codperate 
who has not learned the conventions 
of bidding generally recognized, and 
concerning which there is no practical 
dissension among experts, or those 
‘having a standing as authors on the 
game. Writing a book on it does not 
of itself give the author a standing, 
nor make the author an authority, as 
that requires the support of experts 
of experience. No one particular per- 
son as a writer on bridge who has 
yet reached recognition has “the 
standard authority.” .

The articles published in this 
outline only such conventions as are 
in perfect harmony with the views of 
recognized experts and about which 
there is no controversy in the Auction 
Bridge magazine, a publication inter- 
ested in bringing to the attention of 
bridge players any and all qdestions 
that make for the improvement of 
the greatest of card games. 

Original bids only are convention- 
ally recognized as definitely informa- 
tory as to the number of quick tricks 
in the bidder's hands“ and if a suit 
bid, positive location of one of them 
and the minimum number of tricks 
that the hand will win af the- specified 
declaration. 


A bid of one in a suit says to part- 
ner this hand contains 4 tricks, 2 of 


them quick and 1 in the suit bid. A 


' bid of 2 says this han@ has 6 cards in 


the suit named headed by ace, king, 
queen, or practically 6 tricks, and a 
side card of reéntry. Any other suit 
bid of 2 is what is known as an auc- 
tion crime. A bid of 3 says to part- 
ner this hand has not the quick 
tricks required for a bid of 1 or 2, 
and is practically worthless, except 
at the trump named, and with that 
‘trump I can take 6 tricks in my own 
hand. When a higher bid is made it 
means an additional trick in the bid- 
der’s hands. 

There are two kinds of freak hands, 
one of which should never be shown 
in the first round of the bidding, and 
the other should have two or more 
quick trieks and should be bid on the 
first round to go game, with the as 
sumption that partner will hold two 
tricks in support of the bid. This 
means that a preéemptive or shut out 
bid should be four in the major suit 
and five in the minor suit, and that 
the bidder of a major suit shall have 
eight tricks in his own hand, and the 
bidder of the minor suit must have 
nine tricks in his own hand. 


A preémptive bid does not neces- 
sarily prevent a partner from bidding, 
but he woulg be expected to keep 
still unless he had as good a hand 
with four honors, and he would be 
expected to support the preémptive 
bid the first round if there was an 
overbid by opponents to show that he 
held at least the number of tricks as- 
sumed by his partner to be in his 
hands. 

A bid of less than five in a minor 
suit is not preémptive nor good judg- 
ment. If a minor suit is not worth 
a bid of five, a bid of three rather 
than four would be better, or a bid of 
one, if it has the requisites that bid.@ 

It is occasionally true that a hand 


has neither the requisites convention- 
ally for a bid of one, or two, or four 
or five, and yet holds a probability of 
a game with a suit trump and that 
has a bar to bidding no trump, as for 
example, void of a suit or holding a 
singleton and such a hand will take 
a bid of three. For example:

doubled unless the doubler is sure 
of defeating it without any assistance 
from his partner, and that rarely hap 
pens. Raising the bid from 1 to 4 
or 5 over opponents gives a greater 
opportunity for one of them 
lieve that what might have been a 
preémptive bid can safely be doubled 
because it was not preémptive. 

Some excellent players do not use 
the preémptive bid at all, and if they 
have not the requisites for a bid of 
1 or 2, or 3, they wait wntil the second 
round to show the strength of their 
hand. 

A preémptive bid. should be the 
first and last bid of the player that 
makes it, and any further action must 
depend wholly upon the partner who, 
if he advances the bid, will indicate 
thereby a greater holding than the 
original bidder assumed him to have. 
Last but not least, it is generally ad- 
visable to pass on the first round when 
holding a freak hand whose strength 
lies wholly in the suit and the suit 
is not establislred.
